Aboot this time Juha (Chisolm, the brother of Gains, 
came to the Waard Huoute, and asked him what Bedell 
had strack him with. Gaines said he did not 
know. John thea left. Soon afterwards an- 
other party, name unknown, came to 
the door and said, ‘‘Guinre, Johnnie Loyd wents to 
seeyou.”” Onieolm said ** all right,’ and went out, 
the officers permilting him to go, as no charges had 
been made, Oaptain Joes, however, f-ariug ihat the 
mea would me.tazain and have another difficulty, 
fo.lowed Chislom oat and kept him in sight until he 
reached ths railroad. Here Junes lost sight of 
him.

This was done, but when 
Bedell left the Gaard House, officer Brazeltop dvter- 
mined toaccompany bim to his room, and thus was

BEDELL KILLED. 

To the homicid:of Bede l there are bat from wi t- 
nesees, to-wit : officer Braz:iton, a small boy on the 
uppozite cormer, Giioes Caiso m and Jvhna Chizolm. 
Ae Brazelton and Chis)om decline to make any state- 
mente at the preeent time, wa fonnd it very difficult 
to lesrn much about the shovting. The following 
facts are the most reliable : 
Bedel!, with cffic.rEr.ziton, had reached the cor- 
ner of tryorand Wall sirvets, where tuey had shorily 
before parted from Captain Junes, when Brazieton 
noticed two pariles coming up from the raliroad 
towardsthem. There parti.s Broz iton recogniz d 
as Gaines and Juha Chiso/m. T :e next moment, and 
before the officer realized thelr fateaytun:, 


TWO SHOTS WERE PIRED. 


At the first shot Bedell fel: forward, and B-»z:iton 
Sprang tooreside. The second thot Braz'eton is 
satisfied was fired at him, bat it fortunately mised 
its mark. The two Chisoims then dissp>eared, John 
ranging through the cirshed. We may state bere 
that he has nut yet been caotured, al_hough all the 
police are on tne lookon', Every effort will be made 
to prevent his ex ape. 

The momeat after the second shot was fired Brazel- 
ton returned to Bede.l and raised him up. Bedeli’s 
only remark was, ‘Iam shot through the bips.”” He 
never spoke sgain. A crowd quickly collected, and 
Bedell was taken to his room, 

THE WOUND AND THE DEATH. 


It was afier 6. or, rather, nearly 7 o’c'ock, when ths 
shooting occurred. The weapon used was a large 
bore pisiol. The fata] bail struck Bedell on the left 
side uver the heart, penetrating and severicg the 
large artery leading fromthe heart. Bedeli bled vut 
listie externaly. He breathed his lset at exactly 25 
minutes be'ore 8 o’clock, some 26 minutes af er he 
wisshot, After Becell was carrie: to his room it was 
quickly filled with an excited thro: g of friends and 
ptrapg: rs. Among others, a representative of THe 
CONSTITUTION went Over at once and was present 
whin death occurred. A number of Zouaves, of 
which company Bedell was Firet Lieuterant, also 
Came in, 
Doctois J. J. Krott, Willis F. Westmoroland, and 
E. J. Roach, also arrived very ehortly after the 
shooting. The wouni was probed by Dr. Knott. 
Bedell aid not appear to suffer very mach. Bsyond 
the remark he made jusi after belug struck, he said 
nothing. The internal hemorrage probably pre- 
vented him. After death the featuros were composed, 
with no expression of euffsarlug. 
THE INQUEST. 
Coroner Kile was notifiea last night of the homi- 
cide, and wiil hold an inquest this morning. 
HI3OL a’8 ARRE:T, 
As we have before stated, Lieutenant J O. Simmons 
left the police quarters to fi d Bedell. When the 
shooting occurred he "as standing upon the corner 
of Maiicttaand Peachtree stree'e. He first heard of 
the shooting from a nezro boy, who told him thats 
man had been shot at the Kimb'1l1 House. The Lien- 
tepant ran there as fast as he could, and upon 
his arrival Jearned the facts. He at once 
went tothe ‘Maron de Ville’ sa’oon on Decator 
street, knowing that i: was Chisolm’s headquarters, 
and asked the man in charg3if Gaines Ohisolm was 
there. Hereplicd that he was not. The officer then 
went into the first room on the firat floor, but no 
Chigolm was the:e. He then went into the room 
above, and there found his man alone with Mr. Tom 
Hill. The Lieutenanttold Chicolm he was his prie- 
oner. Chivolm surrensered quietfy. Hs was searched, 
bat no weapon of avy sort or dercription was found 
on bie person, The officer then brovght Lis prisoner 
on to the Station H»use. On the way Chisolm made 
certain statements relative to the shooting, but astre 
inga(st bas not yct occurred we suppress thens. 
CHISOLM SEXT TO Jal. 
At the station house Chisolm’s wounds, as before 
stated, were dressed by Dr J J Knott. His shirt was 
quite bloody in front from the bruises on his face, 
and he seeme] to have been dri:king freely. While 
here he was visited bya number of friends, among 
others Captsia W T Newman, the attorney whom he 
bas retained. About ten o'clock the prisoner was 
formally turned uver to Captain Whit Anderson, who 
procured # hack acd carried him to the jail. 
THE LITTLE BoY. 

The little boy whom we mentioned as being a wit- 
| ness of the homicide, is named Evans. He isa step 

son of Miles Tarpin and a grand son of Gen Evans, 
of Angusta.

BUMORS ABOUT THE KILLING.
